Wallace F. Johnson Succumbs to 
Champion in Three Succes- 
sive Sets.

World’s Tennis Champion.

GERMANTOWN, Philadelphia, 
Pa. Sept. 20.—It’s all over. . The 
fortieth annual lawn tennis cham- 
pionship of the United States came 
to an end as my fast backhand drive 
passed Wallace F. Johnson‘of Phila- 
delphia and landed within two inches 
of the side lines of the center court 
at the Germantown Cricket Club 
yesterday. . 

For one more year I may use the 
title of champion of the United 
States of America. 

Following the unfortunate stop- 
page of play on Saturday, when 
Johnson was holding mie even and if 
anything showing a slight advantage, 
I made up my mind that with the 
resumption of play I would attempt 
to rush him off his feet at the start. 

The court yesterday was unusually 
fast. due to the brilliant sun and high 
wind of Sunday. It just suited me, 
while Johnson’s chops rose nearly a 
foot higher than they did Saturday, 
giving me a far better opportunity to 
stroke them successfully. ; | 

Crowd Estimated at 12,000. 


It was exactly 4 o'clock when I 


served the opening ball of the cham- 


pionship round to my fellow Phila- 
delphian. The stands were packed 
with a gallery that must have ex- 
ceeded 12,000 people. My ‘delivery 
struck the center line at the junction 
of the service line for a clean ace. 
It was the keynote of the match. 

Never had my shots gone better. 
Realizing that I was at the crest of 
my game and fully recognizing 
Johnson's unquestioned ability, I 
strove to force the attack so rapidly 
that my opponents could not gain 
control of his shots. 

Fortunately, my streak held, and 
before Johnson found himself I had 
reeled off a sequence of five games 
with the loss of but three points. 
The sixth game, on his own delivery, 
Johnson flashed a glimpse of the 
game of which he is capable, and by 
clever placing forced me into four 
errors that netted him his first 
blood. : 

The set was mine on my own serv- 
ice. 

Johnson’s Only Lead Is Brief. 


Johnson went into the lead for the | 
only time in the match on the first | 
game of the second set. His control | 
was improving, <o by chopping deep | 
to my backhand and coming to the net | 
he cut off my returns for winning | 
shots through the fore court. It was: 
peculiar to see the famous base-liner | 
advancing to the net, but it was the 
same tactics he had used with SuCCeSS | 
against Howard Kinsey. ‘ 

My speed was again beating John- 
son throughout the next three games, 
which I took with the loss of only 
five points, giving me the lead at | 
3—1. Service took command for four 
games, but a costly double fault at 
30—all wave me a chance for the set 
on Johnson’s delivery, which I accept- 
ed when a deep drive to Johnson's | 
backhand was netted. 

The third and, as it proved, final, | 
set was the best tennis and closest 
fought battle of the match, notwith- 
standing the one-sided. score.

We still oocupy a 
vantage ground which we can utilize to our own ad- 
vantage ana the advantage of the other nations, if 
we will. 

Yet unless it openly indorses open diplomacy the 
other nations will be warranted in assuming that the 
Harding administration opposes it. The other nations 
are familiar with Senator Lodge’s speech ridiculing 
the idea of an open-door conference and they are 
aware, too, that following that speech Mr. Lodge was 
appointed a delegate. By such action the President 
inferentially indorsed Mr. Lodge’s position. No other 
construction is possible to outsiders. Therefore, it 


behooves the President to come out squarely for thes 


open door, if that is what he wants, since, by impli- 
cation, he has signified a preference for the closed 
door.

If you will go out to the Country 
Club this week and look into the eyes of a man 
like Chick Evans, our own American amateur 
champion, or Willie Hunter, the amateur cham- 
pion of the British isles, you will see that calm 
which the world is to enjoy in pérhaps another 
million years. In that day there will be no red- 
heads or hair-trigger tempers. Neurologists 
will have taken their toll and departed. That 
red anarch War,will have folded his tent and 
stolen away. The Irish question will be set- 
tled. We can have dispassion, without which 
we have been unable to realize any ideal 6000 
years after Socrates, who had the first quiet 
head in history. Don't imagine that the golf 
tournament going on in St. Louls this week is 
merely sport. It is forty times ag important as 
business and a hundred times as important as 
politics. Some time ago a business man said to 
Just a Minute: “I never play golf. Look at the 
time the good golf players of St. Louis have 
taken away from their business! Where do they 
ever get?” 
Just a Minute merely sat back in his chair and 
looked the business man over carefully. “My 
dear sir,”’ we said, “the good golf players of 
St. Louis are going around their golf courses 
in from 65 to 80 strokes. Is anyone doing busi- 
ness today as successfully as that? Can you 
show me a business man who is not construct- 
tively bunkered or who has not been trying 
for the past year to get his business out of the 
rough”? Is business efficient? Is it a success? 
Was it for business or for golf that the world 
fought for four terrible years, occasioning the 
death’ of thirty million people? Golf is an 
achievement. If you play a good game of golf 
you have accomplished something. What has 
business accomplished? Hasn't it given us a 


‘false economic system which we are unable to 


sustainand which we know will keep the world 
in turmoil for thousands of years? Imagine 
golf bejng at a standstill because there was no 
one with sufficient skill to play it. Business 
has been at a standstill for a year because no 
business man could do business. I cannot agree 
with you that these young men Mave neglected 
something preferable to golf. Golf is a suc- 
cess, and it will go on forever. Have you peo- 
ple made business a success? Will it go on 
forever?’ That bowled him over. He paid his 
check and went out of the restaurant—prob- 
ably to the Country Club, where you can see 
people doing something they can really do. 
Hail golf! There gleams the future, a time far 
beyond/witch burning, prohibition, war, bust- 
ness or any other little-witted thing.
